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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art discloses a variety of tests for circuit breakers that provide power to 
an electrical three conductor outlet, as discloses by Spear, Wong, and Mason, as in the 
prior office action dated 9/27/04. 

However, the prior art fails to teach of a double pole momentary switch with the 
required connections for creating a short circuit between the ground and active 
conductors in the first position and a short circuit between the ground and neutral 
conductors in the second position when activated. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

However, the testing is perfonned by 
applying a signal or a load rather that applying a short circuit as required by the 
applicant.
